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TIN,  PEWTER  AND  LEAD.

Tinj  pcvvtei  and  lead  constitute  a  trio  unbeloved  by  the  numismatist.  All  three 
aie  sott  and  easily  marked  and  all  lack  the  art  of  growing  old  gracefully. 

Tin  has  been  employed  only  once  in  the  English  coinage.  In  1676  there  was  a 
sharp  fall  in  the  price  ot  Cornish  tin  and  it  was  in  the  nature  of  a  relief  measure 
that  in  1684  an  older  was  made  for  a  coinage  of  halfpence  and  farthings  in  tin. 

1  ai  things  alone  weie  struck  in  the  reign  of  Charles  II  but  not  without  a  considerable 
pioht  to  the  crown,  lor  a  pound  ol  tin,  value  eightpence,  was  at  a  cost  of  fourpence 
converted  into  coins  with  a  face  value  of  twenty  pence.  Both  farthings  and  half¬ 
pence  were  struck  in  the  reigns  of  James  II,  and  William  and  Mary.  The  issues 
were  unpopular  and  lent  themselves  to  wholesale  forgery,  and  no  more  coins  were 
produced  after  1692.  By  that  time  over  £65,000  had  been  issued  and  with  a  profit 
ol  at  least  one  third  of  that  amount.  In  1693  the  copper  coinage  was  resumed  and 
the  contractors  for  this  were  required  to  accept  in  exchange  up  to  £200  a  week  of 
tin  coins.  \ 

The  earliest  tin  farthing  bears  on  the  obverse  a  bust  of  Charles  II  and  the  legend 
carolvs  A  carolo  and  on  the  reverse  Britannia.  The  edge  bears  the  inscription 
NVMMORVM  famvlvs  (the  servant  of  the  coinage)  and  date.  In  the  centre  of  the  coin 
is  a  copper  plug  which  was  said  to  minimize  the  danger  of  forgery  but  that  this  was 
the  actual  leason  is  doubtful  as  many  tin  medals  of  the  period  are  similarly  plugged. 
Certainly  it  was  a  most  unfortunate  feature  since  the  atmospheric  oxidation  of  tin, 
which  is  normally  negligible,  is  greatly  accelerated  by  contact  with  the  much  less 
electropositive  copper  (householders  who  have  had  a  galvanized  tank  connected  to  a 
water  supply  by  coppei  piping  will  be  aware  how  serious  electrochemical  corrosion 
can  be!).  In  a  very  short  time  most  of  the  coins  had  assumed  a  sorry  appearance 
and  there  has  been  no  temptation  to  repeat  the  experiment  of  a  tin  coinage. 

Tin  medals  are  subject  to  an  additional  hazard.  The  compact  metal  with  which 
everyone  is  familiar,  so-called  white  tin,  becomes  unstable  below  18°C  and  tends  to 
go  over  to  another  modification,  grey  tin,  which  occupies  about  25%  greater  bulk 
and  forms  a  grey  powder.  Normally  the  transformation  is  excessively  slow'  but  the 
velocity  is  increased  by  lowering  the  temperature.  In  the  severe  winter  of  1867-68 
the  blocks  of  tin  stored  in  the  Customs  House  at  Petrograd  disintegrated  completely 
into  this  giey  powder.  The  tin  plague  ”  is  infectious  and  can  be  communicated 
liom  a  stucken  at  tide  to  a  sound  one.  Afedals  smitten  by  tin  plague  are  wrell 
illustrated  in  an  article  on  “  Die  Museumkrankheit  ”  by  Ernst  Cohen  in  a  journal 
rarely  consulted  by  numismatists  ( Zeitschrift  fur  Physikalische  Chemie ,  1908,  63,  625). 
The  illustrations  include  the  obverse  and  reverse  of  the  well  known  Strangways  1 
medal  (M.I.  333/177),  and  one  of  the  celebrated  doctor  of  theology,  Balthasar  * 
Bekker,  whose  portrait  has  been  made  most  bizarre  by  the  warty  masses  of  grey  tin. 

It  is  of  interest  that  one  of  the  medals  illustrated  (a  medal  of  1759)  is  pierced  by  a 
copper  plug. 

Reference  to  “  Medallic  Illustrations  ”  shows  that  lead  medals  have  a  long 
history,  certainly  going  back  as  far  as  James  IV  1513  (M.I.  26/7)  and  Henry  VIII 
1524  (M.I.  30/14).  Lead  has  two  attractive  qualities — its  cheapness  and  low 
melting  point  (325  C).  Both  have  doubtless  determined  its  use  on  many  occasions. 
One  cannot  help  but  be  struck  by  the  fact  that  many  of  the  most  vivid  portrait 
medals  tend  to  be  without  a  reverse  and  to  exist  as  single  specimens  only.  Examples 
are  the  portraits  of  Anne  Boleyn,  1534  (M.I.  34/20),  Henry  VIII  (M.I.  50/48),  and 
Edward  VI,  1547  (M.I.  56/7).  It  is  tempting  to  assume  that  in  such  cases  the 
medal  ”  represents  a  cast  from  some  object  not  primarily  designed  as  a  die.  Other 
lead  medals  may  represent  proofs  of  unfinished  dies,  or  be  intended  for  use  as  tokens 
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(e.g.  Boscobel  Oak  M.I.  395/20),  and  even  as  advertisements  (e.g.  Sir  Samuel 
Morland’s  steam  engine,  1685  (M.I.  596/280)).  The  cheapness  of  the  metal 
allowed  also  for  a  wide  circulation  of  a  medal,  such  as  that  of  the  Seven  Bishops, 
1688  (M.I.  626/43,  44),  prepared  for  propaganda  purposes.  Lead  medals  exist  both 
in  cast  and  struck  forms. 

Pewter  from  the  middle  ages  until  the  nineteenth  century  was  a  tin-rich  alloy  of 
tin  and  lead.  When  lead  is  added  to  tin  the  melting  point  is  depressed  from  232  C 
to  a  minimum  value  of  182  C  when  37%  has  been  added.  This  eases  the  trouble 
of  casting  and  at  the  same  time  lowers  the  cost,  increases  the  strength,  and  diminishes 
the  liability  to  tin-plague.  Standard  English  pewter  contained  80%  of  tin.  Dutch 
medalists  were  using  pewter  at  an  early  date.  The  medals  Subservience  of  France 
and  Spain,  1655  (M.I.  420/60),  and  Michael  de  Ruyter,  1666  (M.I.  522/169),  were 
issued  in  gold,  silver  and  pewter.  The  Dutch  example  was  followed  by  others 
and  Smeltzing  used  it  for  some  of  the  medals  he  made  in  England,  e.g.  the  opening 
of  the  Scottish  Parliament,  1685  (M.I.  607/10). 

Pewter  appeared  as  a  coinage  metal  in  the  Irish  campaign  of  the  dethroned 
James  II.  In  1690  James  issued  a  pewter  crown  with  an  inscribed  edge  and,  also, 
pewter  pennies  and  halfpence. 

Pewter  as  a  medium  for  the  mass  production  of  medals  was  completely  eclipsed 
by  the  much  better  wearing  bronze  as  soon  as  powerful  machines  became  available 
for  its  manipulation.  Perhaps,  however,  some  will  remember  with  pleasure  the  lead 
medals  which  were  presented  in  1911  to  almost  ail  school  children  to  mark  the 
coronation  of  George  V. 

NOTES  ON  ENGLISH  HALFPENCE  AND  FARTHINGS. 


EDWARD  III,  1327-1377.

( Continued  from  p.  6). 

The  Second  Period — January  1344  to  June  1351  (The  Florin  Period). 

By  the  end  of  1343  the  quantity  and  quality  of  the  currency  in  circulation  had 
deteriorated  to  a  point  where  it  was  urgently  necessary  for  action  to  be  taken.  It 
was  over  twenty  years  since  pence  had  been  struck  in  any  quantity.  The  halfpence 
and  farthings  of  the  previous  period  were  mostly  carelessly  struck  and  the  greater 
number  of  them  having  been  struck  after  1335  were  of  debased  alloy  and  consequently 
unpopular. 

It  was  decided  to  introduce  a  new  coinage3  not  only  of  pence,  halfpence  and 
)  farthings  but  of  gold  as  well.  The  first  type  of  the  gold  coinage  being  the  florin 
and  its  fractions  gave  its  name  to  the  silver  issue  also.  The  fineness  of  the  silver 
used  for  the  “  Florin  ”  coinage  was  restored  to  the  pre-1335  sterling  standard 
(92.5%  fine).  To  provide  for  the  increased  price  of  silver  weights  were  reduced 
from  21.4  grains  per  penny  before  1344  to  about  19.3  grains  per  penny4  after  that 
date.  In  1346  a  further  small  reduction  was  made  to  the  weight  of  the  pence  but 
the  fractions  were  not  altered.  The  first  halfpence  and  farthings  of  this  period  were 
struck  in  the  accounting  period  September  1345  to  July  1346  and  they  continued  to 
be  struck  from  then  to  1351  with  only  a  short  break  in  the  farthing  issue  in  1350. 

Mr.  Shirley  Fox3  was  able  to  identify  ten  obverse  varieties  and  fourteen  reverse 
varieties  in  the  halfpence.  These  he  set  out  in  a  possible  chronological  sequence 
although  he  pointed  out  that  there  was  no  evidence  to  support  this  arrangement  other 
than  a  certain  amount  of  muling  between  varieties  and  the  evolution  of  style  in  the 
coins  themselves.  This  sequence  has  stood  up  well  and  is  essentially  that  followed 
here  with  the  addition  of  varieties  that  have  turned  up  since  his  paper  was  written. 
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NOTES  ON  ENGLISH  HALFPENCE  AND  FARTHINGS 


The  far  things  are  known  of  one  type  only,  but  as  they  were  struck  throughout  the 

period  when  the  halfpence  were  struck  it  may  be  expected  that  other  varieties  will 
turn  up  one  day. 

Reading  continued  as  a  mint  in  this  period  in  addition  to  London.  London 
struck  halfpence  and  farthings,  Reading  halfpence  only.

SOME  NOTES  ON  GEORGE  V  OBVERSE  DIES. 

By  K.  J.  Townsend. 

It  appears  that  with  the  introduction  of  debased  silver  in  1920,  the  different 
properties  of  the  new  alloy  made  it  necessary  to  use  new  obverse  dies  for  the  larger 
coins,  namely  halfcrown,  florin  and  shilling.  These  new  dies  appear  to  have  the 
features  in  much  lower  relief  than  previously.  Although  “  The  English  Silver 
Coinage  ”  quotes  Royal  Mint  authorities  as  attributing  the  apparently  lower  relief 
to  the  different  resistance  offered  to  the  dies  by  the  new  alloy,  careful  examination 
of  the  coins  concerned  reveals  a  number  of  quite  well-defined  detail  differences 
between  coins  struck  from  the  “low-relief”  dies  and  those  issued  before  1920. 
These  could  not  have  been  due  to  the  above  cause  alone. 

The  most  obvious  difference,  ignoring  the  disputed  general  alteration  in  relief, 
is  that  whereas  on  the  pre-1920  coins  the  surface  shape  of  the  King’s  neck  is  smoothly 
convex,  the  later  “  low-relief”  obverse  has  a  strong  diagonal  surface  hollow  in  the 
neck,  running  from  the  centre  of  the  truncation  upwards  and  rearwards  to  the  hair¬ 
line.  This  is  clearly  visible,  even  on  badly  worn  coins.  The  upper  line  of  the 
truncation  where  this  hollow  meets  it  is  almost  straight,  instead  of  smoothly 
curved  as  previously,  and  the  rear  termination  of  the  truncation  is  wider  as  a  result 
of  this. 

Secondly,  the  whole  effigy  is  larger  on  the  “  low-relief”  dies:  the  difference  in 
height  from  the  tip  of  the  truncation  to  the  top  of  the  head  is  about  1  mm.  on  the 
halfcrown  and  proportionately  less  on  the  florin  and  shilling.

Thirdly,  the  field  on  the  pre-1920  coins  is  slightly  concave,  whereas  that  on  the 
“  low-relief”  coins  is  quite  flat. 

Fourthly,  there  are  slight  differences  in  the  profile;  for  example,  the  tip  of  the 
nose  is  more  bulbous  on  the  “  low-relief”  obverse. 

Fifthly,  on  the  halfcrown  only,  the  “  v’s  ”  in  “  georgivs  v  ”  are  narrow-angled 
and  taller  than  the  “  i  ”  on  the  pre-1920  coins,  and  wide-angled  and  shorter  than  the 
“  i  ”  on  the  “  low-relief  ”  obverse. 

If  the  change  in  relief  had  been  solely  due  to  the  different  hardness  of  the  metal, 
one  would  expect  this  change  to  coincide  with  the  introduction  of  the  new  alloy 
in  1920.  This  is  not  the  case;  the  “  low-relief”  obverse  does  not  seem  to  occur 
until  1921  on  the  florin,  and  not  until  1922  on  the  shilling  on  the  specimens  I  have 
examined  to  date.  I  have  two  1920  halfcrowns,  one  of  each  obverse  die,  but  both 
in  the  debased  alloy  as  is  evident  from  their  yellowish  tone :  the  high-relief  specimen 
is  quite  as  deeply  struck  as  any  before  1920. 

Whilst  examining  some  earlier  George  V  coins,  I  was  surprised  to  find  that  in 
1911  several  denominations,  possibly  all,  occur  with  the  two  different  heads,  i.e. 
with  and  without  the  hollow  in  the  neck,  but  both,  of  course,  in  high  relief.  To  date 
I  have  found  the  farthing,  silver  3d  and  shilling  of  both  types,  the  halfpenny  with  the 
hollow,  and  the  penny,  sixpence,  florin  and  halfcrown  without  the  hollow. 

Incidentally,  the  two  obverse  die  varieties  of  1913  penny,  usually  differentiated 
by  the  position  of  the  colon  in  gra  :  britt,  are  much  more  easily  recognised  by  the 
fact  that  the  earlier  die  (1911-1913,  colon  nearer  a)  has  the  convex  neck  and  the 
later  die  (1913  et  seq.)  has  the  hollowed  neck. 

The  above  changes  of  obverse  effigy  could  be  explained  by  assuming  that  two 
almost  identical  artists’  models  existed,  differing  only  in  the  details  described  above; 
after  both  being  used  in  1911,  possibly  by  the  two  being  confused,  the  one  with  the 
convex  neck  was  used  only,  between  1911  and  1920.  When  with  the  advent  of 
debased  silver  new  low  relief  dies  were  found  to  be  necessary  for  the  larger  deno¬ 
minations,  the  two  models  could  have  been  confused  again  and  the  dies  prepared 
from  the  model  with  the  hollowed  neck  which  had  not  been  used  since  1911,  the 
vertical  scale  of  relief  being  reduced  when  copying  the  new  dies  from  the  model. 
The  same  mistake  could  have  occurred  when  new  dies  for  the  penny  were  produced 
in  1913.  This  is,  of  course,  pure  conjecture,  but  occurs  as  a  possible  explanation. 
It  would  be  interesting  to  have  the  comments  of  the  Royal  Mint  on  this. 

THE  COINAGE  ISSUES  OF  THE  TERRITORIES  OF  THE 
CENTRAL  AFRICAN  FEDERATION  OF  RHODESIA 

AND  NY  AS  ALAND*

The  British  South  Africa  Chartered  Company,  incorporated  in  1S89,  admin¬ 
istered  the  Rhodesias  until  1923.  During  the  early  years  of  British  control  the 
territories  were  known  as  Southern  and  Northern  Zambezia  and  later  renamed 
after  Cecil  Rhodes.  British  influence  in  Myasaland  commenced  during  the  last 
quarter  of  the  nineteenth  century.  Since  1923  the  Colonial  Office  has  been 
directly  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the  Rhodesias.  In  that  year  Southern 
Rhodesia  was  granted  internal  self-government  with  colonial  status.  Northern 
Rhodesia  and  Nyasaland  held  the  status  of  Protectorates. 

British  and  South  African  coins  circulated  in  the  territories  prior  to  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  a  separate  coinage.  In  1932  the  Southern  Rhodesian  Legislature  passed 
a  Coinage  and  Currency  Act  which  made  provision  for  the  first  issue  of  coins  for 
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that  territory  alone.  1  he  issue  by  Southern  Rhodesia  of  a  new  coinage  was 
essentially  necessary  to  meet  difficulties  caused  by  the  flow  of  British  and  South 
African  coins  from  Southern  Rhodesia  to  South  Africa.  This  was  due  to  the 
condition  of  exchanges  as  a  result  of  the  United  Kingdom  going  off  the  gold 
standard,  while  South  Africa  remained  adhered  to  it. 

In  1933  the  Coinage  and  Currency  Act  was  amended  and  South  African  coins 
were  declared  illegal  tender.  Subsequently,  in  1939,  British  coins  were  also 
demonetized,  but  remained  acceptable  as  legal  tender  in  the  two  Protectorates  until 
1954.  The  replacement  of  British  coins  from  the  Protectorates  commenced  in 
1946.  This  created  a  great  demand  for  the  coins  of  Southern  Rhodesia  in  those 
territories.  Strangely  enough  Southern  Rhodesian  coins  did  not  actually  become 
legal  tender  in  Northern  Rhodesia  and  Nyasaland  until  1940.  Since  1946  the 
Royal  Mint  has  redeemed  British  coins  at  face  value. 

The  usual  British  denominations  were  used  by  the  Southern  Rhodesian  Currency 
Board  in  the  issue  of  1932  and  consisted  of  silver  alloy  halfcrown,  florin,  shilling, 
sixpence,  threepence,  and  holed  copper-nickel  penny  and  half-penny.  The  obverse 
of  the  silver  coins  depicted  the  crowned  bust  of  George  V ;  the  copper-nickel  pieces 
a  crowned  rose.  The  obverse  legend  on  all  coins  was  “george  v  icing  emperor.” 
The  coins  were  designed  primarily  for  use  in  Southern  Rhodesia  and  consequently 
the  reverse  inscription  consists  of  the  name  of  the  territory,  value  and  date  only. 
The  reverse  design,  which  remained  unaltered  on  the  Southern  Rhodesia  issues 
included :  halfcrown — crowned  arms  of  territory  with  Royal  Cipher  (the  cipher  was 
amended  with  each  successive  reign),  florin — antelope,  shilling— stone  bird,  sixpence 
— two  crossed  axes,  threepence — three  spears,  penny  and  halfpenny — name  of 
territory  enclosed  within  scroll. 

In  1937  the  obverse  inscription  was  changed  to  “george  vi  icing  emperor”  and 
the  five  higher  denominations  depicted  his  crowned  head.  As  from  1947,  cupro¬ 
nickel  was  used  instead  of  silver  alloy  for  the  higher  value  coins.  The  shortage  of 
certain  metals,  due  to  the  war  effort,  caused  a  change  from  nickel-bronze  to  bronze 
in  most  issues  after  1942  of  the  penny  and  half-penny.  All  issues  were  of  bronze 
from  1947.  In  1948  the  obverse  inscription  was  further  changed  to  “icing  george 
the  sixth.” 

In  1953  a  crown  piece  was  issued  for  the  first  time.  The  issue,  which  consisted 
of  125,000  pieces  including  1,500  proof  specimens  in  special  cases,  in  500  standard 
silver  were  struck  to  commemorate  the  centenary  of  the  birth  of  Cecil  Rhodes.  The 
obverse  depicts  the  uncrowned  head  of  Elizabeth  II  with  the  inscription  “queen 
Elizabeth  the  second.”  The  reverse  is  a  very  pleasing  design  consisting  of  a 
three  quarter  face  portrait  of  Rhodes  within  a  circle  above  three  shields  bearing  the 
Arms  of  Southern  and  Northern  Rhodesia  and  Nyasaland.  The  whole  is  enclosed 
by  two  sprigs  of  laurel  entwined  by  a  ribbon  inscribed  “cecil  Rhodes  1853-1902.” 
The  reverse  legend  reads  “southern  rhodesia  crown  1953.”  There  is  also  an 
incuse  inscription  “1853  out  of  vision  came  reality  1953.” 

In  1954  the  last  issue  of  separate  coins  for  Southern  Rhodesia  was  made.  The 
issue  consisted  of  halfcrown,  florin,  penny  and  half-penny.  The  two  former  denomin¬ 
ations  having  on  the  obverse  the  same  design  and  inscription  as  for  the  1953  crown. 
The  pence  .were  of  the  same  design  as  issued  in  the  previous  reign,  but  with,  of 
course,  an  amended  obverse  inscription. 

The  three  territories  of  Central  Africa  were  united  within  the  Federation  of 
Rhodesia  and  Nyasaland  in  July  1953  and  on  31st  March,  1956,  the  Southern 
Rhodesian  Currency  Board  was  dissolved.  The  sole  right  to  issue  coin  in  the 
Federation,  by  virtue  of  the  Bank  of  Rhodesia  and  Nyasaland  Act,  1956,  then  passed 
to  that  Bank.

COINAGE  ISSUES  OF  RHODESIA  AND  NYASALAND 


The  Federal  Coinage  and  Currency  Act,  1954,  made  provision  for  a  new  coinage 
for  the  Federation.  In  1955  the  new  federal  coinage  of  fine  design  was  executed 
which  consisted  of  the  same  denominations  and  composed  of  the  same  metal  as 
was  issued  for  Southern  Rhodesia.  Special  proof  cased  specimen  sets,  numbering 
2,000,  were  issued  for  collectors.  Each  set  included  one  specimen  piece,  the  five 
higher  denominations  being  struck  in  500  Z  silver.  The  obverse  design  of  the  new 
coinage  is  as  described  for  the  1953  crown.  The  reverse  designs  are:  halfcrown — 
Arms  of  the  Federation,  florin — fish  eagle  in  flight  with  a  fish  in  its  talons,  shilling — 
sable  antelope,  sixpence — leopard,  threepence — flame  lily,  penny  and  half-penny 
ornamental  scrolls.  The  obverse  of  the  penny  was  varied  to  show  two  rampant 
elephants  facing  each  other  and  the  half-penny,  two  giraffes. 

After  the  Victoria  Falls  conference  the  Federation  of  Rhodesia  and  Nyasaland 
was  dissolved  on  31st  December,  1963.  Nyasaland  became  independent  on  6th 
July,  1964,  and  is  now  known  as  Malawi.  Independence  for  Northern  Rhodesia 
following  on  24th  October,  1964,  under  the  name  of  Zambia.  Both  territories 
have  since  issued  a  series  of  nickel-silver  coins,  dated  1964,  in  denominations  of 
halfcrown  (Malawi  only),  florin,  shilling  and  sixpence.  A  commemorative  five 
shilling  piece  was  issued  by  Zambia  in  1965.  Proof  sets  were  also  issued.  Southern 
Rhodesia  declared  itself  independent  in  1965  and  is  now  known  as  Rhodesia.  A  new 
Rhodesian  coinage  in  denominations  of  halfcrown,  florin,  shilling  and  sixpence  were 
manufactured  by  the  South  African  Mint  in  Pretoria  during  1964.  Although  dated 
1964  the  issue  was  not  made  public  by  the  Reserve  Bank  of  Rhodesia  until  1965. 
The  obverse  depicts  the  new  coinage  effigy  of  Elizabeth  II  as  authorised  for  Common- 
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THE  UNITED  STATES  SILVER  DOLLAR  OF  1964.

I  here  have  been  many  paragraphs  in  print  in  recent  months  about  the  official 
change  in  the  metal  of  the  U.S.  dimes,  quarters,  and  half-dollars,  whereby  the  dimes 
and  quarters  will  be  made  from  a  three-layered  composite  of  cupro-nickel  faces  on  a 
copper  core,  and  the  half-dollar  will  be  made  from  faces  of  80%  silver  on  both  sides 
ot  a  core  of  21  %  silver.  These  dispatches  generally  say  that  the  composition  of  the 
dollar  will  remain  unchanged,  at  90%  silver  throughout,  but  this  is  an  academic 
point,  for  no  silver  dollars  have  been  struck  since  1935. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  silver  dollars  were  struck  in  1964,  approximately  316,076 
pieces  at  the  Denver  mint,  bearing  the  date  1964. 

This  run  of  silver  dollars  was  made  in  anticipation  of  the  authorization  to  coin 
them  again  in  1965.  The  order  to  coin  dollars  was  rescinded  in  the  face  of  much 
opposition  to  the  use  ol  silver  for  this  purpose  when  it  was  almost  too  scarce  for  the 
minor  coinage. 

A  statement  was  provided  by  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  Fowler  to  the  House 
Committee  on  Banking  and  Currency  in  June  of  1965  which  stated: 

“A  large  number  of  silver  dollar  trial  strikes  were  made  at  the  Denver  Mint. 
However,  under  established  security  control  procedures,  these  trial  strikes  are 
accounted  for  on  a  weight  basis,  rather  than  on  a  piece-count  basis,  and  the  trial 
strikes  did  not  reach  the  final  stage  of  being  counted  and  bagged.  All  trial 
pieces  have  been  melted  as  required  by  mint  regulations. 

From  rriint  control  records  of  the  number  of  troy  ounces  of  materials  that 
were  processed  in  the  pressroom,  it  is  estimated  that  approximately  316,076  pieces 
were  processed.  The  dollar  trial  strikes  were  dated  1964.” 

It  should  not  surprise  anyone  if  at  some  time  in  the  future  one  or  two  excessively 
rare  silver  dollars  of  1964  turn  up  somewhere,  which  in  some  inexplicable  manner 
escaped  the  melting  pot.

Coin  Amulets.  In  the  November  1965  issue  of  Seaby’s  Coin  and  Medal  Bulletin  is  an 
article  captioned  “An  Unrecorded  Chinese  Amulet  Coin  and  its  Probable  Historical  Impor¬ 
tance,”  by  F.  A.  Turk.  Quite  appropriately  it  immediately  follows  P.  J.  Seaby’s  article 
entitled  “  The  Day  of  the  Pseudo  Coin,”  for  it  is  an  East  Asian  example  of  a  “  pseudo  coin.” 
Its  caption  might  well  have  been  revised  as  it  is  an  example  of  the  “  cart  coming  before  the 
horse  ”  and  might  more  appropriately  read  a  “  coin  amulet  ”  for  certainly  it  was  never  intended 
to  be  a  coin,  has  none  of  the  characteristics  of  a  Chinese  coin  other  than  its  shape,  and  is 
more  probably  of  Tibetan  origin  than  Chinese.  The  noun  in  the  title  should  be  “  amulet  ” 
instead  of  “  coin  ”  as  the  latter  is  certainly  an  adjective  equivalent. 

Inscriptions  on  Chinese  coins  are  customarily  read  top,  bottom,  right,  left.  It  is  only  of 
late  that  Chinese  is  read  from  left  to  right,  although  hitherto  they  were  read  vertically  from 
top  to  bottom  or  from  right  to  left.  Clock-wise  inscriptions,  as  on  coins,  might  well  be 
indicated  by  figures  1  (top),  2  (right),  3  (bottom),  4  (left).  Using  this  method  the  subject 
inscription  in  the  illustration  reads  1,  3,  2,  4,  while  the  romanization  in  the  text  indicates  that 
the  author  has  read  them  4,  1,3,  2.  If  the  Chinese  inscription  has  been  correctly  translated 
by  the  author  it  is  obvious  that  this  amulet  was  intended  for  a  burial  piece  and  was  not  a  coin 
in  any  sense  of  the  word. 

The  idea  that  amulets  were  cast  in  official  government  mints  is  believed  to  be  erroneous 
Their  manufacture  was  most  probably  a  private  operation  initiated  by  Taoists  or  Buddhists, 
or  other  non-governmental  organizations. 

Unfortunately  from  a  non-Chinese  viewpoint  the  inclusion  of  coin-amulets  in  Chinese 
books  which  depict  Chinese  coins  is  confusing.  The  Chinese  collected  coins  as  antiques 
along  with  other  metallic  objects  and  published  many  sorts  of  non-coins  in  the  same  publi¬ 
cations  as  their  coins.  It  is  only  of  late  that  some  Chinese  writers,  such  as  Wang  Yii-ch’iian 
in  his  Early  Chinese  Coinage ,  published  by  the  American  Numismatic  Society  of  New  York, 
has  undertaken  to  correct  this  in  his  Appendix  I,  pages  237  to  239.  Here  he  classes  such 
objects  as  “  Lily-root-heart,”  “  Bell  money,”  “  Bridge  money  ”  and  the  so-called  “  Dingle- 
dangle  money  ”  and  “  Fish  money  ”  as  “  Objects  wrongly  regarded  as  money,”  and  he  might 
well  have  included  the  com-amulets  but  for  the  fact  that  practically  no  Chinese  even  con¬ 
sidered  them  to  be  money  in  the  true  sense. — H.  F.  Bowker. 

From  Yap  to  Guam.  In  Anthony  Wootton’s  article  “  Notes  on  some  forms  of  primitive 
currency  and  money  ”  in  the  January  1965  issue  of  Seaby’s  Coin  and  Medal  Bulletin ,  page  6, 
under  the  caption  “  Stone  Money  ”  where  it  is  stated  that  the  stone  money  of  Yap  came  from 
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Guam  as  well  as  Irom  Palau.  This  is  incorrect  in  so  far  as  it  applies  to  Guam,  as  there  is  no 
stone  on  Guam  such  as  that  of  the  Yap  stone  money. 

I  resided  in  Guam  for  two  years  just  prior  to  the  beginning  of  World  War  II,  have  quite 
an  extensive  library  of  publications  pertaining  to  Guam,  was  editor  of  the  government’s 
monthly  magazine,  and  made  many  field  trips  throughout  the  island,  and  nowhere  have  I 
lound  any  en  situ  deposits  of  the  traventine  rock  such  as  the  Yap  “  stone  money  ”  is  made. 

^  on^  specimen  ol  such  rock  I  found  in  Guam  was  a  specimen  of  a  large  fishing  sinker, 
called  by  the  natives  a  Poio.  This  was  exhumed  from  a  sand  pit  at  a  depth  of  about  three  feet 
at  a  point  at  Asan  over  100  yards  from  the  water’s  edge,  by  a  native  named  Alendiola  in  1938. 
1  his  sinker  is  depicted  with  its  half-coconut  cover  being  carried  by  a  fisherman  walking  along 
the  beach  in  Freycinet’s  Atlas.  This  is  considered  to  be  evidence  of  the  natives  of  Yap  having 
had  visits  to  Guam  in  pre-Spanish  times  when  the  beach  at  Asan  was  far  from  the  present 
location,  and  that  the  Poio  was  lost  from  one  of  their  canoes  when  it  was  drawn  onto  the  beach 
above  the  water’s  edge. — H.  F.  Bozuker. 

Further  Note  on  a  Sino-Tibetan  Coin  Amulet.  Following  my  account  of  this  in  the 
November  issue  of  the  Coin  and  Medal  Bulletin  I  have  had  some  interesting  correspondence 
with  Mr.  M.  Arber-Cooke  of  Wimbledon  who  has  an  extensive  collection  of  Chinese  amuletic 
coins.  Among  his  collection  is  one  that  is  obviously  a  version  of  that  which  I  described. 
Flowever,  there  are  some  puzzling  differences.  The  Chinese  character  at  the  bottom  of  the 
obverse  on  Mr.  Arber-Cooke’s  specimen  is  definitely  written  with  Radical  64  not  Radical  113 
as  in  my  specimen.  This  would  seem  to  translate  the  whole  inscription  as  “A  True  copy  of 
the  spirit  incantations.”  There  are  also  fairly  considerable  differences  in  the  Tibetan 
characters  on  the  reverses  of  the  two  coins  as  well  as  differences  in  their  placing.  What  this 
signifies  is  not  easily  decided.  Mr.  Arber-Cooke  is  inclined  to  think  that  these  are  merely 
calligraphic  differences  but  the  coins  differ  in  size  and  possibly  in  weight  (65  mm.  diam.  as 
against  68  mm.  of  the  recorded  specimen)  and  must  certainly  be  from  different  castings. 
Is  one  a  faulty  copy  of  the  other  ?  If  so  the  question  must  arise  as  to  which  is  model  and 
which  copy.  Ar6  both  copies,  with  variations,  of  some  unknown  original?  Certainly  the 
two  coins  are  too  similar  not  to  bear  a  real  relationship  to  one  another  but  beyond  this  it  is 
obvious  that  the  existence  of  this  variant  complicates  the  matter  and  the  solution  to  these 
problems  will  have  to  await  further  discoveries.  The  class  of  Sino-Tibetan  amuletic  coins 
is  a  small  one  but  it  may  prove  to  be  more  significant  and  more  abtruse  than  might  appear 
at  first  sight. — F.  A.  Turk. 

English  Gold  found  on  Walcheren.  There  is  a  gold  rush  on  in  the  little  village  of 
Serooskerke  on  the  island  of  Walcheren  in  south-west  Holland.  Farmers  are  digging  like 
mad  for  gold  coins  in  the  soil  that  normally  yields  leeks.  Three  hundred  coins  dating  from 
the  15th  to  17th  century,  have  been  found  by  35-year-old  farmer  Piet  Christiaans. 

Some  coins  carry  the  head  of  King  James  I  and  Queen  Elizabeth  I,  and  probably  came  to 
Holland  with  the  Duke  of  Marlborough’s  army.  So  far  more  than  600  have  been  found, 
and  their  value  has  been  estimated  at  around  £24,000. 

Says  Christiaans:  “  When  I  went  to  see  how  my  leeks  were  doing,  I  noticed  something 
°!Team*n£  on  the  ground.  I  picked  it  up  and  saw  it  was  a  gold  coin.  Then  I  saw  two  others. 
With  my  father,  I  started  digging  and  unearthed  the  treasure.  The  coins  were  buried  about 
four  inches  under  the  top  soil.” 

While  the  men  dig,  the  mayor  and  local  officials  are  busy  cleaning  the  coins  and  sorting 
them  out.  Police  guard  the  “  mine  ”  during  the  night. — Evening  News,  January  26th,  1966. 

Hayling  Island  Hoard.  A  man  out  fishing  at  Hayling  Island,  Hampshire,  found  a  pot 
of  silver  on  the  beach.  Inside  were  77  coins,  thought  to  be  silver,  dating  from  the  16th 
century.  The  man,  Mr.  Terence  Davy  of  Leigh  Park,  took  it  to  the  police  in  Havant  and  is 
awaiting  a  decision  on  whether  it  is  treasure  trove. — Daily  Telegraph,  January  22nd,  1966. 

THE  MEDAL  FOR  SOUTH  AFRICA. 

1853.

{late  of  the  Kensingtons). 

The  General  Service  medals  issued  in  the  middle  of  the  last  century  covered 
actions  in  various  periods.  The  Military  General  Service  Medal  sanctioned  in  1847 
was  for  battles  that  had  taken  place  during  the  years  1793  to  1814.  The  Naval 
General  Service  Medal  was  for  actions  and  engagements  from  1793  to  1840,  with 
213  clasps.  The  medal  to  the  Army  of  India  represented  service  during  the  years 
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1799  to  1826.  However,  the  medal  for  South  Africa  issued  in  1853  only  covered 
the  Kaffir  Wars  of  1834-1835  and  1846-1847,  in  addition  to  that  of  1850-1853; 
moreover  the  medals  all  bear  in  the  exergue  the  date  1853,  so  that  without  reference 
to  records  one  cannot  say  whether  the  award  was  for  service  in  any  one  war  or  for 
service  in  two  wars  or  for  service  in  all  three  wars,  as  there  were  no  clasps. 

Certain  regiments  are  known  to  have  served  in  one  war  only,  but  men  transferred 
and  quite  likely  came  in  for  a  second  campaign.  The  medal  roll  is  contained  in 
one  volume  of  over  200  double  pages,  and  the  abstract  below  gives  the  approximate 
number  ol  officers  and  men  who  had  service  in  either  of  the  early  campaigns  or 
served  in  any  two  of  the  wars. 

There  are  records  of  3  officers  on  the  Staff,  2  commissariat  officers  and  7  other 
ranks  of  the  Cape  Mounted  Rifles  who  saw  service  in  all  three  campaigns,  one  of  the 
officers  being  Sir  Harry  Smith,  who  gave  a  personal  medal  to  those  who  assisted  in 
his  escape  from  Fort  Cox  and  his  ride  to  King  William’s  Town.  It  is  said  that 
Sir  Harry  Smith  gave  about  30  medals,  unfortunately  no  roll  of  the  recipients  can 
be  found,  and  should  a  reader  happen  to  have,  or  know  where,  such  a  document 
can  be  seen  the  writer  would  be  glad  to  know,  as  search  in  Britain  and  South  Africa 
has  failed  to  uncover  one. 
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A  total  of  256  officers  and  1760  other  ranks.

Lowick  read  a  paper  on  the 
coinage  of  the  early  Alongol  period,  with  particular 
reference  to  the  first  hundred  years  of  Alongol  rule  in 
Persia.  The  issues  of  each  member  of  the  Ilkhanid 
dynasty  were  discussed  and  illustrated,  and  special 
emphasis  was  laid  on  the  coinage  reform  of  Ghazan 
i  .lahmud,  with  the  changes  in  type  and  metrology  which 
this  involved. 

Air.  Carson  announced  the  award  of  the  Lhotka 
Memorial  Prize  jointly  to  Air.  R.  H.  M.  Dolley  for  his 
book  Anglo-Saxon  Pennies  and  to  Air.  John  Porteus  for 
his  book  Coins. 

British  Num.  Soc.  At  the  January  meeting,  the 
Director  read  a  paper  on  “  Some  Scottish  Ceremonial 
Coins.”  Air.  Stewart  described  four  coins. 

The  first  of  these  was  the  so  called  “  Amiens 
Aledallion  ”  of  King  James  III.  This  coin  did  not 
now  exist,  having  probably  been  lost  in  the  French 
Revolution.  It  had  been  presented  by  the  Scottish 
King  to  adorn  the  reliquary  of  the  Shrine  of  St.  John 
the  Baptist  at  Amiens. 

The  Speaker  concluded  that  it  was  not  an  ordinary 
coin.  However,  the  mint  signature  of  Berwick  con¬ 
vinced  him  that  it  was  authentic. 

The  second  coin  was  the  Maundy  Groat  of  King 
James  IV,  1512.  It  had  hitherto  been  regarded  as  a 
pattern.  Air.  Stewart  showed  from  2  entires  of  the 
Lord  High  Treasurer  of  Scotland,  that  it  had  been 
coined  from  a  wine  jug  belonging  to  the  King,  and  that 
it  had  been  used  at  the  Alaundy  Ceremony.  The  coin 
wras,  in  fact,  our  earliest  Maundy  Money. 

The  third  coin  was  the  Piedfort  Angel  of  King 
James  IV,  dating  from  the  last  18  months  of  his  reign, 
and  probably  from  the  last  6  months.  The  coin 
weighed  491  grains,  and  it  had  been  called  a  six  angel 
piece.  Burns  thought  that  it  might  have  been  a 
pattern.  However,  the  Speaker  said  that  it  was  struck 
as  a  presentation  or  offering  piece,  perhaps  on  the  eve 
of  the  invasion  of  England. 

The  last  coin  was  the  King  Charles  I  Angel  by  Briot. 
Two  angels  were  known,  in  the  British  and  Hunterian 
Aluseums.  Mr.  Stewart  quoted  the  opinion  of  Air. 
Stevenson,  that  the  coin  was  struck  for  the  ceremony 
of  touching  for  the  King’s  evil,  in  1633.  On  the  other 
hand.  Miss  Farquhar  and  Mr.  Schneider  had  denied 
this,  stating  that  it  was  a  pattern.  The  Speaker  was 
convinced  that  the  coin  was  struck  for  the  touching 
ceremony. 

Air.  Stevenson  was  present  as  a  guest,  and  took  part 
in  the  discussion  that  followed  the  paper. 

Bath  &  Bristol  Num.  Soc.  At  the  December 
meeting  held  at  Bristol,  one  of  the  Society’s  Junior 
members.  Air.  Andrew  Stevens,  presented  a  masterly 
summary  of  German  Medallic  History,  with  parti¬ 
cular  reference  to  the  Awards  and  Medals  of  the 
National  Socialist  Regime.  The  medallic  history  of  a 
united  Germany  covered  a  short  span  of  years,  as 
though  the  various  German  states  formed  a  Federation 
in  1871  (under  Wilhelm  I  of  Prussia),  they  continued 
to  issue  their  own  awards.  For  example,  until  the 
end  of  World  War  I  the  Iron  Cross  was  really  a  Prussian 
award,  although  its  range  of  recipients  was  extended  as 
an  act  of  courtesy  to  cover  personnel  of  allied  states. 

After  World  War  I  the  Weimar  Republic  was 
forbidden  to  produce  or  permit  wearing  of  medals, 
with  the  exception  of  a  few  medals  or  badges  produced 
by  societies  such  as  the  Red  Cross  badge  of  1922,  the 
Eagle  Shield  created  by  the  Ministry  of  Reconstruction, 
and  various  sports  badges. 

With  the  advent  of  the  Nazi  Regime  in  1933  one  of 
the  first  acts  was  to  recommence  the  issue  of  awards 
and  medals,  both  in  the  military  and  civilian  spheres. 
Many  of  the  old  orders  were  reconstituted  on  a  national 
basis  and  new  orders,  principally  of  a  political  nature, 
were  instituted.  Typical  of  the  latter  were  those  issued 
to  the  R.H.D.  (Working  corps),  the  N.S.D.A.P. 
(National  Socialist  German  Workers  Party);  also  the 
commemorative  badges  for  various  National  Socialist 
Rallies.  An  interesting  but  obscure  political  award 
was  that  made  to  political  saboteurs  of  British  interests 
in  India. 


An  extremely  large  range  of  Military  awards,  medals 
and  badges  were  produced,  this  being  further  extended 
during  World  War  II  to  cover  almost  every  military 
eventuality.  In  addition  to  the  special  awards  for 
gallantry,  an  award  system  was  instituted  to  cover 
specified  numbers  of  sorties  or  periods  under  fire, 
separate  badges  being  issued  for  the  Army,  Navy  and 
Luftwaffe,  and  also  for  the  blockade  runners.  The 
majority  of  military  awards  were  in  grades  of  Gold, 
Silver  and  Bronze,  in  descending  order.  The  emphasis, 
however,  appeared  to  be  on  quantity  rather  than  quality 
as  the  metal  content  of  the  award  medals  and  badges 
belied  their  titles.  A  very  cheap  base  alloy  was 
universally  used  with  an  appropriately  coloured  plating. 
They  were  a  stock  item  in  military  stores  and  were 
readily  replaceable,  hence  many  examples  in  collections 
are  in  good  condition.  On  the  other  hand  many 
forgeries  are  in  circulation. 

The  award  badges,  together  with  those  worn  for 
unit  identification  or  pure  decoration  were  worn  on 
many  different  parts  of  the  uniform  jacket  and  there 
seemed  to  be  no  consistency  in  this  respect  as  evidenced 
by  photographs  of  historical  and  ceremonial  events.  In 
addition  to  the  official  issues  there  were  many  unofficial 
badges  or  arm  flashes  of  a  prestige  or  identification 
nature  issued  by  local  army  commanders  to  the  units 
under  their  control.  The  central  government  permitted 
a  degree  of  latitude  in  this  respect,  but  such  badges  or 
awards  were  not  necessarily  recognised  on  transfer  to 
another  front  or  unit. 

Air.  Steven’s  lecture  was  lavishly  illustrated  by 
example  from  his  personal  collection,  including  several 
unusual  items.  These  included  a  Luftwaffe  “  Non¬ 
portable  award  ”  (i.e.  a  commemorative  medallion  not 
intended  for  uniform  wear)  to  commemorate  services 
in  the  French  campaign,  whilst  jumping  to  the  end  of 
the  war  and  the  German  break-up,  the  Lorient  Shield 
was  typical  of  the  locally  produced  badges  issued  to 
raise  the  morale  of  isolated  or  besieged  military  areas. 
The  piece-de-resistance,  however,  was  an  award  of  the 
German  Cross  in  Gold,  with  original  citation  personally 
signed  by  Hitler. 

Bolton  &  Dist.  Num.  Soc.  An  informal  meeting 
of  collectors  from  Bolton  and  the  surrounding  district 
was  held  on  the  19th  January,  followed  by  a  second 
well-attended  meeting  on  2nd  February.

Coventry  Ac  Dist.  Num.  Soc.  At  the  meeting  held 
on  February  the  4th,  the  proceedings  commenced  with 
the  correspondence  to  the  Secretary,  followed  by  the 
main  event  of  the  evening,  which  was  a  talk  by  Mr.  T.  E. 
Kempshall  on  the  story  of  the  Honorable  East  India 
Company. 

His  talk  was  illustrated  with  maps,  medals  and 
pictures  of  various  medals,  and  dealt  with  the  history  of 
the  Company  from  its  foundation  in  the  17th  Century 
to  its  coming  under  British  Control  in  1858,  at  the  end 
of  the  Mutiny.  A  list  of  the  various  battles  and 
campaigns  was  given,  together  with  the  medals  and 
battle  honours  awarded  for  them. 

Mr.  Kempshall  also  dealt  with  the  various  regiments 
of  the  Company  during  its  history,  and  the  changes  in 
their  titles  down  the  years. 

This  was  followed  by  a  list  of  the  new  titles  given  to 
the  regiments  after  the  British  Government  had  taken 
over  control  of  India. 

As  he  said,  there  was  not  sufficient  time  to  describe  all 
the  battles  and  sieges  which  took  place  during  the 
struggles  between  the  Company  and  the  various  native 
rulers,  and  between  the  Company  and  the  French  forces. 

However,  he  gave  descriptions  of  some  of  the  main 
campaigns  carried  out  in  the  history  of  the  Company 
over  three  centuries.

Huddersfield  Num.  Soc.  At  the  meeting  held  on 
January  3rd,  before  a  total  audience  of  twenty-six, 
including  two  new  members,  Mr.  J.  Schofield,  of 
Rochdale,  gave  a  paper  on  “  The  Three  Legs  of  Man.” 

According  to  the  speaker  the  arms  of  the  island,  the 
triune,  date  back  to  Alexander  III  of  Scotland  who  was 
K*ngof  Man  from  1266-86;  his  wife  was  the  sister  of 
the  Queen  of  Sicily  and  that  Isle  had  long  since  used 
the  triune  as  its  arms. 

We  learnt  that  originally  British  and  Irish  coins  had 
circulated  through  the  Island  but  that  in  1710  the 
Governor  of  the  Island,  James  Stanley,  the  tenth  Earl 
ot  Derby  issued  copper  pence  and  halfpence  bearing 
the  Stanley  crest  of  the  eagle  and  child.  After  the  Island 
was  purchased  by  the  British  Crown  in  1765,  the  copper 
issues  bore  the  bust  of  George  III.  Farthings  were 
issued  by  Victoria  in  1839.  However,  after  1840,  all 
coins  and  tokens  other  than  British  regal  pieces  were 
suppressed. 

The  speaker  illustrated  his  paper  with  a  fine  selection 
ol  coins. 


Num.  Soc.  of  Ireland  (Northern  Branch).  The 

first  meeting  of  1966  was  held  in  the  Ulster  Museum  on 
14,  when  Prof.  J.  C.  Brindley,  D.Sc., 
M.R.I.A.,  past-Chairman  of  the  Parent  Society,  spoke 
about  “  Christian  Symbolism  on  coins  of  the  House  of 
Constantine.”  Mr.  K.  J.  Lovatt  took  the  chair  and 
25  members  were  present. 

The  speaker  showed  various  symbols  and  personifi¬ 
cations  seen  on  different  denominations,  from  the  time 
of  the  reform  of  the  coinage  under  Diocletian,  exolaining 
how  only  gradually  under  Constantine  did  a  Christiani- 
sation  of  the  types  appear.  He  spoke  of  the  vision  of 
Constantine  and  show’ed  a  coin  of  the  emperor  with 
Chi-Rho,  the  symbol  of  his  formal  adoption  of 
Christianity,  on  his  helmet.  But  even  with  the  intro- 
duction  ol  the  sacred  monogram,  as  seen  on  the  labrum 
and  on  altars,  Roman  personifications  did  not  entirely 
die  out  although  they  became  modified  to  the  new 


religion.  It  was  a  long  time  before  the  cross,  as  we  know 
it  today  and  indeed  through  many  centuries  of  European 
coinage,  became  the  accepted  symbol  of  Christian 
countries. 

After  a  discussion  on  a  number  of  points  raised  by  the 
lectui  er,  _Mr.  Lovatt  proposed  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks 
to  I  rot.  Brindley.  A  small  auction  followed  to  clear  off 
lots  which  it  had  not  been  possible  to  sell  at  the  A.G.M 
m  December.
